Troops are expected from Hong 
Kong tomorrow and 30 from Wel Hal Wel 
the following day. It is belleved that fight- 
ing is constantly proceeding around Tien 
Tsin. Our garrison there should be about 
8000 men. 

“The following proclamation was agreed 
to this morning to be issued forthwith: 

“"*The admirals and senior naval officers 
of the allied powers in China desire to make 
known ta all viceroys and authorities along 
the coasts and rivers and the cities and 
provinces of China that they intend to use 
armed force only against the ‘Boxers’ and 
people that oppose them on their march to 
Pekin for the rescue of thelr fellow-coun- 
trymen.’”’ 

The date that the above dispatch was sent 
from Taku is not given, but it is probably 
June 19.
